“I know,” he said, “that we have 
been able to make more out of the railroads since 
the Post-Dispatcs began ite work than we did be- 
fore, at least recentiy. Besides, farfrom driving 
trade away from St. Louis, the Posr-Dispatos has 
brought mercnants from unheard of localities into 
our store, and every merchant is armed with his 
little bill of lading and we guarantee him as goed 
rates as he can show he is getting from any other 
place, and he goes away satisfied after leaving his 
order with us, We are having constant inquirjes 
from western and northwestern territory for free 
transportation, and we are sending out tickets for 


the city. I will guarantee if one-half of the larger 
wholesale houses of St. Louis follow our plan we 
will have more strangers m this city 

DURING FAIR WEEK 
than we have ever had before. St. Louis 
merchants must learn to help themselves 
a little more.“ 

There is much that is true in this, and much that 
St. Louis merchants will willingly acknowledge to 
be true. St. Louis merchants are many of them too 
careful, They are satisfied with the old style of doing 
business, and make no attempt to push their trade. 
Talk to anv railroad man and he will tell you all 
this, and ten times more. He knows every point in 
which St. Louis merchants fall behind their 
bretbren of other cities. and he is perfectly willing 
to ascribe any falling off in trade tothis particular 
cause. But no merchant, however enterprising, can 

push his under the difficulties St. Louis 
merchants have to encounter in certain territory. 
This is particularly noticeable nearer home. In the 
country immediately surrounding a city merchants 
usually gather their harvest. On business to terri- 
tory naturally competitive they must be 
satisfied with very close sales, and they 
must be energetic and enterprising to do any of 
this business at all. Now, St. Louis is unable to do- 
any amount of business further than 180 miles west, 
because of Kansas City competition. At a recent 
meeting of Kansas City merchants considerable 

SURPRISE WAS EXPRESSED 
at the cry of St. Louis merchants against dis- 
crimination. They thought St. Louis should be 
satisfied with the trade of one-half the central and 
southern portions of the State. Yet St. Louis is 
utterly unable to contro! any amount of business to 
points in Illinois, and even on the products of the 
West she finds herse f undersold by other cities. 
That is, while the prices of goods in St. Louis may 
be much lower than tue prices of those same goods 
elsewliere, the price when laid down from St. 
Louis is in excess of the price to be paid 
for these goods laid down from some other point, 
In other words, St. Louis is paying freight rates to 
points in Illinois in excess of rates from other 
points. Even the tariff to some points is absurd. A 
Post-DisPaTox reporter visited 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL, 

recently and made inquiry among the merchants af 
to where they traded and why. Not one in five 
merchants knew anything about St. Louis. “We 
never hear of St. Louis here," said one gentleman; 
“it is all Chicago. I have relatives in St. Louis, but 
I have not visited that city ina great many years. 
There is not a railroad running into Springfield 
that does not work in the interest of Chicago.” 

The way St. Louis is being discriminated against 
here is shown by the printed tariff from East St. 
Louis and Chicago. The distance from 
East St. Louis is 95.4 miles; from Chicago it 
is 18% miles or TWICE THE DISTANCE. The 
printed tariff is as follows: |

“We can do nothing in the matter of rates,” said 
this gentleman.., St. Louis has the business to offer 
and should control the rates, but with the rates now 
made from St. Louis we can do nothing there. We 
have often tried to have rates reduced by the Rail- 
road Commissioners, but while we have succeeded 
in having rates to other cities advanced we have 
never had rates here reduced. We have showed 
the Commissioners where the roads were making a 
less rate to cities beyond, passing through 
this. place at less rates than were 
made to Springfield itself, but the 
ads have always advanced rates to other points 
rather than reduce rates here.”

The railroads claim that the rates they charge to 
Springfield are fixed by the Illinois State Railroad 
Commission, and that they cannot reduce them 

wut affecting their rates to local points. Tusy 
si wor non. The Railroad Commis 
sioners H rates from East St. Louls, not from 
St. Louis. The Commissioners have said openiy 
that they would not have anything to say about 
rates made from S.. Louis; in other words that if 
the roads desired to make a 20-cent rate to Chica- 
go and a 50-cent rate to any local point between 
East St. Louis and Chicago, they cou'd do so. But 
the reads prefer to shut St. Louis out of 
business in Lliinois and give it to Chicago.

Day by day we are adding to the general 
stock of information about railroad rates, We 
venture to say that it is the first time that the 
bright light of publicity has been thrown upon 
this dark subject.

Many of the country papers wonder why it 
is that the Post-Dispatce is compelled to 
carry on the struggle for fair freight rates 
alone and unaided. They are asking how it 
happens that our esteemed morning contem- 
poraries do not care enough for the interests of 
St. Louis to lend a hand to the effort to secure 
justice. There is an easy explanation, but we 
do not care to give it. We have justice on our 
side and the whole business community of St. 
Louis to back us, and we need no other help. 


— — 


CaN any one name a railroad leading into St. 
Louis which works for the interest of St. 
Louis? All of the Chicago roads try to help 
Chicago trade. has the Louisville 
and Nashville, which is a Louisville road. 
Cincinnati has two roads which discriminate 
in favor of Cincinnati. Kansas City has no 
unfair competition to complain of on the part 
of any road. Of all Western cities St. Louis is 
the only one which has not a single railroad— 
out of nearly twenty lines—to show her even 
common fairness. 


Kansas City has asked Mr. GOULD to give 
ber a new competing route to Emporia by ex- 
tending the Missouri Pacific westward from 
Holden, Johnson County, via Paola. Mr. 
Gobi has replied that the present is not a 
good time for road building, butif Kansas City 
will make a responsible proposition, setting 
forth how much money she is ready to give 
for the extension aforesaid, he will take the 
matter under consideration. Mr. Goutp is 
probably aware of the fact that the owners 
of “the Joy roads” might take a notion to 
run their Kansas City and Memphis Road into 
St. Louis, and make him sick of cutting into 
their richest Kansas territory. 


Som of our readers may not understand ex- 
actly what it means when we point out, as an 
instance of the discrimination against St. Louis, 
that the freight on a barrel of flour from St. 
Louis to Pine Bluff represents a charge of 40 
cents more than the charge from Kansas City. 
This means that on a million barrels of flour 
the millers of St. Louis pay a tax of roun 
HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS, part of which 
goes to pay dividends on watered railroad stock 
and part is used by the railroads asa bounty to 
builduprival towns. A discrimination of 50 
cents on a hundred pounds of freight means 4 
TAX OF TEN MILLIONS OF DOLLARS levied on a 
million of tons of miscellaneous freight received 
and shipped by this wronged and outraged city. 

— 

In holding St. Louis responsible for the de- 
feat, of railroad legislation, some of our Mis- 
souri exchanges are more eager to adminis- 
ter a rebuke than to makea fair statement of 
the facts, Shrewd railroad attorneys have 
generally succeeded in loading down all bills 
they wished to kill with really objectionable 
features. Some of the most rampant advocates 
of railroad regulation have been mere cat’s- 
paws for the railroad attorneys, and some of 
the most officious engineers of the bills have 
been more eager to handcuff St. Louis trade 
than to secure the enactment of equitable and 
practicable freightjregulations, When a bill is 
once gotten into such a shape that every rep- 
resentative of the chief city of the State is 
bound to oppose it, the railroad managers at 
Jefferson City have, of course, gained a great 
point in their effort to defeat the measure.

Again we eK our readers to ponder well the 
full significance of those articles as a definition 
of the attitude of the railway managers 
towards the public. Not a word of respect for 
the law, or of submission to the law-making 
power! In its place a cold, hand announcement 
to the business men of St. Louis that they must 
rely altogether on their own resources and 
nerve for the enforcement of their legal rights! 
Here isa St. Louis paper supported by the 
railway interests centered in this city and sup- 
posed to be their organ, boldly declaring that 
the relation between those interests and the 
business interests of this city and State is one 
of open war, governed only by the greed, 
the opportunities and the coercive power of 
the belligerents to prey upon or bulldoze each 
other! The rate charged for hauling New 
York goods from St. Louis to Fort Smith is 
made compulsory by competition, we are told, 
and It. Louis shippers must not expect 
to enjoy the benefit of an equally low 
rate until they can deprive the railways of the 
power to extort a higher rate from them or 
discriminete agaifist their business. It is not 
a question of fair compensation for services 
rendered, nor a question of fair reciprocity be- 
tween inter ests mutually participating in each 
other’s welfare, nor even a question of what is 
legally due to the public from common car- 
riers, but simply a question of the power to 
compel by ertra · legal force. 

This brutally frank declaration is only a fair 
statement of the bad but fashionable practice 
that has brought ruin upon so many railways 
and loss to so many investors, and it is high 
time for our business men and the people 
fact 
that they must make a resolute fight 
against this sort of railway management 
and putitdown effectually ere it puts them 
down. They have the power, and if they had 
the firmness to use it, they could easily pro- 
tect themselves and the railway stockholders of 
this country from the system of railway con- 
trol that has been disgraceful to the morality 
of the age. The only danger is that they will 
forget the provocation, and again neglect the 
needful amendments to our laws, when the 
the political attorneys of the railways shall 
have prepared to manipulate another Legisla- 
ture by temporarily removing the worst causes 
of complaint.
